Sin,—I have the honour to transwit 
to you for the information of the 
Consular Body an extract from the 
Daily Police Report, from which you 
will mote that yesterday morning Mr. 
Bpringfield, Assistant Superintendent 
of Police, was stopped in his motorcar 
‘on the Hungjao Road by Chinese 
soldiers. 

It is bardly needfal to point out in 
the first place that if Chinese soldiers 
make use of Municipal roads they are 
colpable of trespass: and that if they 
fonction thereon they commit a notable 
breach of recognised usage, for which 
even recent unusual circumstances, form 
no adequate justification, The incident 
in question sufficiently shows in the 
Couneil’s opinion that a breach of this 
Tale is likely to lead to untoward and 
possibly serious results; and I have 
accordingly the honour to express the 
hope that representations may be made 
to the Chinese Authorities forthwith in 
order to prevent any recurrence.

Health Officer's Report 
for December. 

The condition of the Public Health 
continued remarkably good. The Iso- 
lation Hospital bas been practically 
empty. There have been no cases of 
Smallpox either among Foreigners or 
Chinese. Over 1,000 free vaccinations 
were done at the Branch Health Olives 
during the month, —Plague-infected 
rats have been completely absent for 
the first December since they were 
discovered in 1908. 

The available cattle supply of Shang- 
hai was practically exhansted owing to 
the transport of eattle from Tanyaog 
being stopped for a few days while the 
railway was being almost exclusively 
aged for the transport of troops aud 
‘equipment from Nanking to Shanghai, 
‘The temporary shortage was to some 
extent met by a sup, ly of inferior cattle 
from Pootung. 

‘The difficulty of properly disposing 
of house refase is increasing year by 
year owing to the great increase of the 
population. Improvement in methods 
of disposal have been effected by en- 
conraging a demand for house refuse 
for agricultural purposes and by using 
the burnt-out remains of refuse deposits 
for raising low-lying land mainly as an 
anti-mosquito measure. ‘The combustion 
which takes place spontaneously 
refose deposits approximates that in a 
refuse destructor and renders the 
material innocuous,
